Under Wheeler's amendment, the 


president could issue executive or- 
ders reorganizing, consolidating or 
abolishing most government agen- 
cies, but the orders vould not be- 
come effective until approved by 
both fcouses of congress. The orders 
could not be debated more than 10 
days in each chamber. 


Hansc Measure 


As passed by. the house, the reor- 


ganization bill would 
put presi- 


dential reorganization orders into 
effect automatically unless both 
chambers voted disapproval wtihin 
60 days. 


Thus, under Wheeler's proposal, 


one house-could'block presidential 
orders. His amendment was sup- 
ported by the coalition of Republic- 
ans and anti-administration Demo- 
crats which has proved effective on 
previous occasions. 


The tally did not accurately rep- 


resent senate strength, however, 
because Senator Byrnes (D-S. C.). 
floor manager for the bill, changed 
his vote in order to move recon- 
sideration of the Wheeler amend- 
ment. (A senator has to be on the 
winning side to ask for reconsider- 
ation).

Rome—tP)—Italy in effect warned 


the democratic powers today that 
joint action to check the Rome Ber- 
lin alliance might incur the risk of 
war. 


The fascist grand council, Premier 


Mussolini's cabinet, issued a strong 
statement this morning after long 
discussion of the consequences of 
Adolf Hitler's push eastward. 


Fascists interpreted the declara- 


tion as meaning the axis was pre- 
pared to fight, if necessary, to re- 
alize Italian aspirations to colonial 
concessions from France. 


It is the general conviction among 


fascists here that the furtherance of 
these claims is the next task to be 
taken up by the Rome-Berlin col- 
laborators. 


Council's Statement

The grand council statement said: 
"The fascist granl council, in the 


face of the threatened formation of 
a 'united front of the democracies 
associated with bolshevism* direct- 
ed against the authoritarian states— 
a united front which is not the har-

But the position he 
had then he has been losing rapidly 
ever since September, and unless 
he can at once re-establish the mil- 
itary preponderance with which he 
overcame the western nations, his 
whole position abroad and at home 
is critical. 


That is almost certainly the rea-

Only 
by striking swiftly could he have 
been sure of obtaining these mili- 
tary supplies. For if it had been 
realized that he intended to move, 
there would have been time to de- 
stroy instead of surrendering the 
Czech armament to blow up the 
munitions plants, and to remove 
the gold.

Washington—First oft v/e have to stop talking about the struggle be- 


tween the democracies and the dictatorships because the line-up against 
Hitler and Mussolini now includes two dictatorships—the well-known 
autocracy of Stalin and the new dictatorship in France, which although 
specified to expire November 30, until then is absolute and complete.

This is, as are most international conflicts, a clash

Unhappy Syria has the fatal gift of po- 


sition. It occupies a critical bridge be- 
tween the East and the West. It is one 
of the gateways between Europe and Asia. 
That makes it important to France and 
Britain to control, prevents its people 
from being free and independent and 
bends them down under the yoke of the 
invader. France has the right to subdue 
and hold important points but the Ger- 
mans must not apply that rule to the 
Czechs. 


The Encyclopedia Americana says of 


Syria and its people. 


"The modern Syrians are one people 


with the same fundamental outlook 
on life. In the happy blending of races 
the natural endowments of the people 
are favorably exemplified by the 
Christian section of the population. 
They form a highly intelligent people 
•with a remarkable capacity for adopt- 
ing European ideas. . . . Poverty is 
rare and everyone is engaged in some 
branch of industry or trade. Family 
Me is simple. The women are thrifty 
housewives and devoted to their fam- 
ily, associating little with the outside 
world. . . . There are many native 
schools and other educational institu- 
tions. In the girls' schools instruction 
is limited mainly to the study of 
French and English." 
What would the world be saying if 


Hitler were doing to the Syrians what 
the French are doing to them? That is a 
iair question. It may help return us to 
a more normal perspective of world af- 
fairs. 


The conclusion of the "World war found 


Syria under the Turkish yoke. But Tur- 
key was a loser in the World war. And 
war losers must lose whatever else can 
be taken away from them. So France 
took Syria and has been clubbing and 
shooting the people 
periodically 
ever 


since because they, like the Czechs, crave 
their freedom. That is the.fact of the 
matter. 


It is all right for democracies to hold 


colonies", subject peoples, even ancient 
peoples like the Syrians, white, largely 
Christian, intelligent and energetic. Dem- 
ocracies are so pure no one should object 
to a little larceny now and then and some 
shooting and sacking to quiet opposition.

In Old New York 


New York—There was a time when the town 


pump was n meeting place for housewives, a 
civic center at which small talk and banter 
were exchanged by women who came with 
pails and pitchers and sometimes with tubs to 
draw water for home use. Some parts of New 
York are hardly half a century removed from 
their "village well" days. 


Looking at it In one way. it can be said that 


even today the community watering place is 
still the source of many New Yorkers' water. 
Years ago one of the numerous laws to im- 
prove tenement conditions provided that land"- 
ords must pipe water Into their tenements. 
With that cute brightness which landlords of- 
en possess, a great many of them compiled 
with the statute by installing one pipe in each 
tenement, no matter how many stories the 
enement had or how many scores of families 
ived there. 
In that way the "village well1' was perpetuat- 


ed, though it was no longer a well or a pump 
but a spigot. The faucet is generally located 
n a middle floor—though in some cases it is at 
treet level, a weary trek from top floors. 
Around it. several times a day, gather the 
vomen. come to haul water for their housc- 
lolds. To the splash of water and the inevitable 
vhiny grind of the pipe they jabber. Mostly 
hey speak in an alien tongue, and their garb 
s that of the Europe where once they, or their 
Barents, lived. Their pails full, they toil up one. 
wo, three flights to "home," a crowded two or 
three rooms where, likely as not, the "man" of 
the house is sprawled on a mattress-less bed 
whose springs are covered by a dirty blanket. 


Most of these very old tenements—fifthy 


homes for any human being—have in each 
apartment a half-sink, half-tub, to which a 
drain is connected. In it are washed dishes, 
clothes and babies, with water hauled labori- 
ously from the tenement's "well." 


A typical family of one of these cramped 


homes is the man and wife, several children, 
and generally one or more Old Folks—parents 
of one or both of the family heads. How they 
manage at night, especially when winter sends 
bitter cold or summer burns with no redeem- 
ing breath of air, is difficult to imagine; yet 
darting in and out of the hallways, playing in 
the streets or shining shoes on nearby street 
corners are urchins who call such tenements 
"home"-—urchins from whose number come a 
great many of the men who have always play- 
ed big parts in the building of New York.

DEER DEFENSE 
By Kenneth Reid 


Of all wild-life 
problems in the 


older states deer management is the 
most troublesome. 
It is the peren 


nial headache of state game com- 
missions, and it is a safe bet that 
whatever regulation- are set up will 
be loudly criticized by one group or 
another. 
Apparently not only the 


hunter but the entire public is deer 
conscious, and opinions on how the 
herd should be managed are as 
varied as the weather. 


Deer have a popular appeal to 


the summer tourists as well as to 
the hunters. 
Almost anyone thrills 


at the sight of a graceful deer along 
the highway or in r?mbles through 
the woods. 
The presence of suffi- 


cient deer to be seen frequently by 
guests and visitors is a distinct as- 
set and drawing 
card for resort 


owners and other.- 
who cater to 


summer tourists. At that time of 
the year deer are in splendid con- 
dition, and there I? abundance of 
food for all the deer present and 
many more. 


Winter Forage 


But it is the winter forage, not 


fhp summer, that determines the 
number of deer which any area will 
support. The lush green vegetation 
that is available to them in sum- 
mer is lacking in winter, and the 
forage to be found is only a frac- 
tion of what it was in the same 
area during the summer. 


This winter forage is the determ- 


ining factor in the number of deer 
that we can have. 
Unfortunately 


very few of the summer tourists 
and even the reso't owners go into 
the deer woods in the dead of win- 
ter. and so they seldom appreciate 
this definite limiting factor. Based 
on summer observations alone, their 
desire to have a srcatly increased 
number of deer and their belief 
that the territory could 
support 


them is quite natural. 


But if they would go 
back in 


many deer territories in late Febru- 
ary or March and see the emaciated 
animals that 
have browsed 
the 


limbs of the trees and the brush as 
high as they can rc?ch. they would 
realize that summer conditions are 
not a reliable criterion. 


Famines 


In many sections of Pennsylvania.

thousands of deer starve to death 
every winter. Yet ignoring these 
facts, many wcll-rataning 
people 


decry efforts of the game commis-

attempts failed, partly because a 
severe drought struck in the first 
year in the area where the insur- 
ance was written. 


Stimulated Study 


Other crop insurance enterprises 


were tried in the early 1920's, but 
ran into difficulties 
because 
of 


slumps in prices as well as crop 
failures. 
While these pioneering 


efforts in crop insurance experi- 
enced bad luck, they aided the 
cause of crop insurance by stim- 
' ulating the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to study the 
idea and causing farm organiza- 
tions to sponsor a 
government- 


backed insurance plan for crops. 


Crop insurance was 
translated 


from an idea to an operating pro- 
gram in 1938 when 
the Federal 


Crop Insurance corporation was es- 
tablished and charged with con- 
ducting a national program of crop 
insurance for wheat. 
It is ' esti- 


mated that the wheat harvest in 
1939 will be insured on about 150,- 
000 farms. 
Under this program, 


wheat growers may obtain policies 
which assure 75 per cent of their 
average yield against all unavoid- 
able risks.

New London — After months of 


consideration, the New London 
common council last night adopted 
a new ordinance governing the sale 
of beer and non-intoxicating bever- 
ages in the city. A liquor ordinance 
will be drafted separately. 


The new ordinance will increase 


the tavern 
license fee from the 


present $50 per year to $75 in 1939. 
S100 in 
1940. 
Aldermen Lynn 


Springmire and Theodore Thomas 
asked for a reconsideration of the 
.•ncrease but the council passed the 
bill over their objections. 
The ordinance regulates the sale 


of fermented malt beverages, light 
wines and soft drinks. A Class A 
dealer's license lor the sale of bev- 
erages in containers for consump- 
tion off the premises will be is- 
sued for a fee of $10 a year, a 
wholesaler's license for $25 a year. 
The latter license will permit the 
manufacture of soft drinks. A soft 
drink dealer's Class C license will 
cost $5. 
The Class B retailers' license will 


be required of each bona fide club, 
state, county, or local fair associa- 
tion, lodges or societies or ex-ser- 
vice men's organizations. An addi- 
tional fee, to be determined by the 
governing board, will be required 
to sell beer at picnics or special 
gatherings of such groups. 


Bond is Required 


Class A, B. and C licenses will be 


issued only to persons over 21 years 
of age, citizens of the United States, 
state of Wisconsin and city of New 
London for one year continuously 
prior to the date of application. If 
the applicant is the owner of the 
premises the year's residence in the 
city will not be required. No license 
will be granted a woman unless she 
be the widow of the licensee or the 
owner of property entitled to a li- 
cense. A $500 surety bond will be 
required. 
The number of taverns in the city 


will be limited to one for each live 
hundred of population but will not 
prevent the issuance of a license to 
all taverns now doing business 
However, any building now used as 
a tavern which shall not be used as 
such for three consecutive months, 
will not be entitled to another li- 
cense, either Class A or B. 


The selling of malt beverages and 


light wines in Class B taverns will 
not be permitted between 1 a. in. 
and 6 a. m. excaptmg on New 
Year's eve when the hour of closing 
may be extended to 3 a. m.

School Work Should Inspire 


Child., Yet be Within Reach 


BY ANGELO FATRI 


Recently I came across an example in-long division that had a dividend 


so long I had difficulty in reading it. a divisor of four figures. Every diffi- 
culty that long division could offer was in that example. The fourth- 
grade child who was struggling with it was crying. He had .had that ex- 
ample for a week. The teacher .had given it .to the class and said that it 
was all the arithmetic she was going to give 'them until each of them got 
that example right she knew they could do any example in long division, 
which was the ultimate in the grade work. 


I think it likely that-any child who • could work that example without 


a mistakevcould do any example'in long division.'But what-of it? Long 
division is the most difficult arithmetical' process that elementary ''school 
children have to learn. They learn that process. They are not expert at it. 
That requires years of practice. What" they need is practice in the various 
forms of difficulties. 


The first example should be so easy it can be done at a glance The 


class does these so they learn the process, and succeed in doing it Suc- 
cess, a feeling of ease in dealing with this work, is essential to-the success 
of the learning process. If the child finds it hard to get the first steps right 
he is going to be afraid of the work and so have a hard time overcoming 
its difficulties. 
* 


All examples should be short. 


There is no need of setting long 
ones that stretch to the edge of the 
paper. These long examples give the 
child too many opportunities for 
making mistakes. The very length 
of them frightens the child at the 
start. He gets tired soon. After, that 


is confused and cannot. go on. 
wastes time. He learns to dislike 


the work. He gives up and tries to 
get by with any answer that comes. 
And some of them learn to hand in 
the work of some quicker, more ex- 
perienced pupil.

Milk and Its Products 


III— POWDERED AND 


CONDENSED MILK 


Do you remember when I spoke 


of the "iron cow" J saw on an 
ocean steamer last year? It wasn't 
a real cow, but it turned water and 
milk powder into a drink which 
was spoken of as "milk." 


Milk powder can be made by 


hcatinR milk, also by 
drying 
jt. 


Sometimes rich, creamy 
milk is 


turned into powder, but powder 
from skimmed milk will stay in 
good condition for a longer time. 
When milk powder is well mixed 
with water, it may taste almost as 
good as fresh milk. 


We may think of milk powder 


as a modern idea, but something 
like it was made in Asia long ago. 
Marco Polo, who lived before Col- 
umbus, told this about the Tartars 
of Asia: 


"As a food supply for long trips, 


they prepare milk 
in this 
way; 


They boil the milk, and skim off 
the rich, creamy part when it rises 
to the top, and put it aside for but- 
ter. Then they place the rest of 
the milk in the sun to dry. 


"When they start on a journey, 


they take with them 10 pounds 'of 
the dried milk) for each man. Ev- 
ery morning, they 
put 
one-half 


pound in a leather bottle, with as 
much water as is needed. By tue 
motion of riding the contents lof 
the leather bottle) are given a 
strong shaking, and a thin porridge 
is made. On this porridge, they 
make their dinner." 


Today we have a special kind of 


milk powder known 
as 
malted 


milk. Besides dried milk, it contains 
malted barley and wheat flour. 


The most common way of sav- 


ing milk for a long time is by con- 
densing it. The making of condens- 
ed or "evaporated" milk is a b's; 
industry. 


Several kinds of machines are us- 


ed to condense the milk. One ki"d 


j has a tank about 10 feet high, from 
which much of the air has been 
pumped. Milk is drawn from a 
"hot well." and goes through a pine 
into the tank. Hot coils inside the 
tank heat the milk to the boiling 
point. 


Where there is a vacuum, milk 


or any other liquid will boil at a 
much lower point. In this case, the 
toiling point is only 130 degrees 
above zero Fahrenheit. 


A great deal of splashing and 


spraying takes place inside 
trie 


tank. The water vapor is drawn 
away through another pipe. At last 
the milk loses enough water to be 
called "condensed." 


aiilk treated in this way is con- 


densed, but the common custom is 
to call it "evaporated." What we us- 
ually speak of as "condensed milk" 
is sweetened with sugar.
